LEADING TOPICS.

STA N FO R D ’S V IEW S. 


Tli© C a lifo rn ia S e n ato r In terv iew e d on 
I m p o rta n t N atio n al T opics. 
W ashington, December 16th.—Senator 
Stanford arrived here yesterday from Cali­ 
fornia. 
H e came by way of the Southern 
Pacific R ailroad and inspected the compa­ 
ny's properties at San Diego and Los 
Angeles en route. 
Senator Stanford has 
no idea of visiting President-elect H arrison 
prior to his inauguration. 
In conversation w ith the California Asso­ 
ciated Press correspondent he s a id : 
“I 
hope that General H arrison will select 
some gentlem an Irom the Pacific Coast as 
m em ber of his Cabinet. 
It would be an 
appropriate thing for him to do. 
Pacific 
Coast interests under the Interior Depari- 
ment, are of the highest im portance. 
IMF0RTANT QUESTIONS. 
“The questions affecting the adm inistra­ 
tion of the land laws, the settlem ent of 
m ining controversies, etc., are m atters of 
far greater im portance to the country west 
of the Rocky M ountains than east of them . 
The value of m uch of our far W estern 
country depends upon irrigation, which is 
a m atter under the jurisdiction of the Inte­ 
rior D epartm ent. 
A m an fam iliar with 
these problem s should he m ade Secretary 
of the Interior. 
There are m any men of 
capacity to adm inister the laws relating 
to the affairs of the Interior D epart­ 
m ent 
who 
have 
no 
know l­ 
edge of 
the 
practical needs of 
the 
W estern country, and some person w ho has 
an understanding of these problem s should 
be chosed for the position. 
I have no idea 
to whom the Cabinet position will be given 
in the event th at the Pacific Coast is chosen 
for the honor of representation in General 
H arrison’s official household. If the Presi­ 
dent-elect should choose to ask me about 
the personal fitness of rival candidates, 1 
will endeavor to tell him all that I know 
about individuals. 
A t ihe present tim e it 
seems th at the first thing to be done is to 
impress upon General H arrison the neces­ 
sity of giving the Pacific coast a representa­ 
tive in the Cabinet.” 
NOT A CANDIDATE. 
“ You have been m entioned a sa possible 
m em ber of the next Cabinet,” said the 
California Associated Press correspondent. 
“ I am not a candidate for any Cabinet 
appointm ent,” 
said Governor Stanford. 
“ N othing could induce me to become any 
person’s Secretary. I have been accustomed 
to work for m yself too long to attem pt now 
to work for anybody else. 
1 believe,” con­ 
tinued the Senator, “ that General Harrison 
will give the country a safe Republican A d­ 
m inistration.” 
FEDERAL 
OFFICES. 
“ W ho will be candidates for the Federal 
offices in C alifornia?” 
“ I have no idea but that there will be an 
abundance of applicants for every vacancy. 
Before leaving San Francisco I'asked the 
mem bers of the Republican State Com mit­ 
tee to assist me in recom m endingcandidates 
for the Federal ofiSces in the State. 
1 have 
requested the committee, if there are sev­ 
eral candidates of equal capacity for any 
position, to certify that fact to me, aud to 
give the reason for stating preferences for 
the appointm ent of one m an over another 
for any office. 
I shall not be bound in my 
recom m endation by the action of the State 
Committee, but I wish to be guided bv the 
very best inform ation attainable.” 
* 
“ H ave you any intention of visiting 
General H urrison before his inauguration? ’ 
3sked the California Associated Press cor­ 
respondent. 
“ Not the slightest,” said Senator Stan­ 
ford. 
“ i have no idea that General H arri­ 
son will wish m e to visit him , and there is 
no reason why I should m ake a trip to In ­ 
dianapolis unless I am requested to do so.” 
THE NEW YORK FACTIONS. 
Governor Stanford was asked w hat he 
thought about the rivalry in New Y'ork be­ 
tween the P latt and M iller factions for 
recognition in the Cahinet. 
“ I th in k ,” he said. “ th at General H ar­ 
rison will do all in his power to avoid 
identifying the A dm inistration w ith any 
quarrels in New Y'ork politics. 
If neces­ 
sary, I do not see why New York should 
not have two placps in the Cabinet, as she 
has now under Cleveland’s A dm inistra­ 
tion. 
Mr. Lincoln was one of the shrew d­ 
est politicians that ever filled the Execu­ 
tive chair. 
H e called into his Cabinet in 
1861 every m an who was a prom inent 
rival 
for the 
Presidential nom ination. 
Mr. Seward, Mr. Chase, Mr. Cameron and 
Edward Bates of Missouri, three who, 
next to Mr. Seward, received the largest 
votes of the m inority in the Convention 
which nom inated Lincoln. 
N either Mr. 
P latt nor Mr. M iller would perhaps be con­ 
sidered as possible rivals to General H ar­ 
rison for the nom ination four years hence; 
at all hazards I think that factional strife 
in New Y'ork should he avoided.” 
Senator and M rs. Stanford are both in 
excellent health,

Since 1867, w ith the exception of 
five years, the Governm ent has been in the 
hands of the Tories. 
It is a foregone con­ 
clusion that the present Governm ent would 
not entertain the proposition, and a fore­ 
gone conclusion th at the B ritish Govern­ 
m ent would not entertain the proposition, 
and when that fact is know n beforehand it 
is folly to m ake the offer. Some people in 
Canada th in k the blending of the two 
countries into one Governm ent will be ac­ 
complished in the future. Some think 
this will be done in the next century, while 
others think it can never be accomplished, 
and if it ever is realized it can only be in 
consequence of forces yet to be set "in mo 
lion.”

S O R E P O L I TIG AL. IIIsT O R Y . 


P re sid e n tia l C ustom s in th e S election o l 
C ab in et O fficers. 
W ashington, December 10:h. — Three 
U nited States Senators sat around an open 
fireplace ill the library of another Senator 
on Saturday night discussing politics, and 
the various rum ors afloat respecting the 
form a'ioa of President-elect 
H arrison’s 
Cahinet. 
The host suddenly walked to a 
book case, took therefrom a volum e bound 
in sheep, and said: 
“ I wish to read you 
an extract from Mr. Blaine’s “Twenty 
Y ears in Congress.’ 
The paragraph begins 
on page 283 of volum e one. 
It is as fol­ 
lows: 
Mr. Lincoln constituted his Cabinet in a man­ 
ner at least unusual, it not unprecedented. It 
bad been the general practice of Presidents 
lrom the first organization of the Government to 
tender the post of Secretary of State to men 
considered to le the next in prominence to 
him self in the party to w hich both belonged. 
In the earliest history of the country the 
expected successor 
in the E xecutives of­ 
fice 
was 
selected. 
This 
was, 
indeed, 
for so long a period the uniform custom that the 
appointm ent to the State Department came to 
be regarded as a designation to the Presidency. 
In political phase this mode of reaching tlie 
coveted place was known as ‘easy accession.’ 
By its operation Madison succeeded Jefferson, 
Monroe succeeded Madison, aud John Quincy 
Adams also succeeded. After a successful ap­ 
plication for a quarter of a century the custom 
ieli into disfavor, aud, by bitter agitation, into 
disuse. The cause of its overthrow was by the 
appointm ent of Henry Clay to the state Depart­ 
ment, and a baseless scuuoal of bargain and sale 
was invented to deprive Mr. Clay of ■ easy 
accession’. After a few years, when National 
Conventions were introduced, it became the 
habit ot the President to tender the State De­ 
partm ent to his leading or prom inent competi­ 
tor ior tne Pieiidential nomination.

General Harrison offered the post to Mr. Clay, 
who declined, and then to Mr. Webster, who 
accepted.

CO N GRESSIONAL FORECA STS. 


T he Tariff D iscussion —H oliday R ecess— 
T he W eek's W ork. 
W ashington, December 16th.—Congress 
will adjourn for the usual holiday recess on 
Friday next. 
In the Senate the business 
of the week will be the consideration of the 
taiiff bill. Senator M cPherson of New 
Jersey, who has thus for led the opposition 
to the Finance Committee, said to-day : ’’ I 
do not expect any tarift bill to pass the 
Senate this session. 
Congress will adjourn 
from next Friday probably to January Ttb. 
The slow progress that is being m ade‘in the 
consideration of the bill in Committee of 
the W hole is painfully apparent. There arc 
innum erable am endm ents that will be of­ 
fered by the Democrats to every schedule of 
the bill. Theu, when the bill is reported 
from the Committee of the W hole to the 
Senate, th- re will be further am endm ents. 
The Republicans evidently do not intend ) 
th at their bill shall be changed in any re­ 
spect. 
A lter nearly two weeks of discus­ 
sion but one insignificant am endm ent ha3 
been agreed to. 
For my part, if there was 
the slightest prospect for any agreem ent be­ 
tween the two Houses that would result io 
a comprom ise bill, I would not offer the 
slightest opposition to the passage of the 
Senate bill in the shape in which it was re­ 
ported, but there is no such prospect. The 
House will not accept a settlem ent of the 
question on the basis of the Senate bill, 
and vice versa. Therefore it seems to me 
the best thing the m inority in the Senate 
can do is to show to the country the defects 
and weakness of the Republican m easure. 
After the holiday recess the appropriation 
bills will begin to come into the Senate 
from the H ouse and their consideration 
w ill displace the tariff bill." 
No special ordera have been m ade s%kring 
apart certa’n days for (fig consiiergivyi ejJ 


State Department, but his courtesy did not stop 
here. lie was generous beyond all example to 
his rivals. 
He called Salmon P. Chase to the 
Treasury, appointed Simon Cameron to the War 
Department, and made Edward Bates of Mis­ 
souri, Attorney General.

“Mr. Lincoln effectually disposed of all 
the prom inent candidates 
in his own 
party,” said this Senator, laying down the 
book, "by giving them Cabinet positions. 
H e was nom inated for a second term with 
practical unanim ity, his chief rival in the 
Cabinet, Mr. Chase, having abandoned the 
fight when the Ohio Legislature passed 
resolutions in favor of Mr. Lincoln. The 
mem bers of General G rant's Cabinet were 
never form idable candidates for the Re 
publican nom ination. 
Iu H ayes’ A dm in­ 
istration John Sherm an was an aggressive 
candidate, but with all the patronage of 
the A dm inistration at his disposal, and a 
record as Secretary of the Treasury un­ 
paralleled in the financial history of the Gov­ 
ern nient, he was unable to attain his am ­ 
bition. 
Mr. Blaine, 
who wus General 
Garfield’s Secretary of State for the few 
m onths 
of 
tlie m urdered 
President’s 
A dm inistration, 
was nom inated by his 
party, 
only 
to 
meet 
w ith 
defeat 
at 
the 
polls. 
Bayard, 
who 
lias 
been as reg u lara candidate for the nom i­ 
nation of the Dem ocratic party as has Mr. 
Sherm an in the Republican ranks, was so 
completely overshadowed by Cleveland that 
his nam e was not m entioned at the St. Louis 
Convention, although for years ilr . Bayard 
had discharged the duties of his office with 
less direct interference on the part of the 
Executive than has been felt by any other 
m em ber of Cleveland’s Cabinet. 
The prin­ 
cipal candidates for the Republican nom i­ 
nation at the last Chicago Convention were 
Sherm an, Blaine, Aiger. Allison, Depew, 
McKinlev, W m . W alter Phelps and Jerre 
R utk. 
H arrison captured the prize. Sher­ 
m an, Blaine and Alger are the most prom i­ 
nent of thcue nom inated for appointm ent 
as members of H arrison’s Cabinet. 
It 
would he interesting to know, in the light 
of Mr. Blaine’s brief sketch ol the failure 
of Cahinet officers to realize a higher po­ 
litical am bition, w hether he thinks Lin­ 
coln was rirnply an astute politician in 
forming a Cabinet composed so largely of 
his political rivals, or w hether there is an 
adverse fatality th atattends the aspirations 
of the men who, during the last fifty years, 
have attem pted to m ake the Cabinet a 
stepping-stone to the Presidency.”

C olonel M orrisey H as a L ittle E x p erien ce 
iu a B u n k o D en. 
N ew Y’o rk, December 16th.— Colonel 
John D. Morrisey, a Colorado m iner and 
the owner of M ontana Regent and other 
racehorses, was coming out of his law yer’s 
office here on Friday, when he was nc- 
accoated by a weil-dressed young m an who 
carried a valise.

about carry ing so m uch money, Hayseed 
said he knew no banks. 
“ W ell, here’s Jack,” said the young m an,

N ew O rleans, December 16lh.—A Pica­ 
yune. special from Grenada, Miss., says that 
passenger train No. 2on the Illinois Central 
was robbed last night one mile north of Duck 
H ill, Bt 10:15. W hen the train stopped at 
that point two men boarded the engine and 
comm anded the engineer to pull out fast, 
at the same tim e covering him w ith a re­ 
volver. 
One m ile north they compelled 
him to stop. The engineer and firemen 
were m arched to the express car. One of 
the robbers knocked on the door, which 
was opened by messenger H ill. The rob­ 
bers entered and took $3,000—ell there was 
in the car. 
Firing off their pistois before they en­ 
tered the car, they attracted the attention 
of Conductor W iikiuson, who rushed out 
and was im m ediately fired upon. 
H e re­ 
turned to the train. 
Chas. H ughes of 
Jackson, Tenn., then ran out w ith a W in­ 
chester rifle. 
As he stepped to the ground 
from the sm oking-car, he was fired upon. 
One shot struck him in the left arm , and 
another went through his stom ach, inflict­ 
ing a fatal wound. 
The deaili of the young man is very sad, 
as he was the only support of a widowed 
m other. 
Nine shots were fired afterw ard by Con­ 
ductor W ilkinson ar.d Passenger Agent 
Rohan, and four or five by the robbers, 
but the latter succeeded in m aking their 
escape. 
The passengers were greatly alarmed, 
fearing for the safety of their vuluables and 
lives. 
It is believed that neither of the 
men were hit by the shots fired at them .

M oham m ed B irri was 
killtd, and Captain Cassati sent back to 
W addelai, all their ivory being taken by 
the K ing of Unroyo.

TH E NEW S FROM TH E 80UDAN. 


The report of the capture of Emin 
Pasha by the Mahdi, although it comes 
through that outlaw Osman Digna, made 
E m ir by Abdallah Tashi, whom the Mahdi 
made the Khalifa over the Soudan, is so 
well authenticated as to leave scarcely any 
doubt as to its verity. 
But the rumored 
taking of Stanley by the False Prophet is 
not of a character to be credited. 
If the 
English press operations for the relief of 
Suakim it is probable that Emin will be 
executed. 
In that event we may expect 
the bitterest war in the valley of the Nile 
known in modern if not in all time. The 
demand of the Mahdi that Egypt shall 
give up the valley of the Nile and recog­ 
nize his rule might possibly be the basis 
for negotiations were it not for the inter­ 
ests of the English, who, as well as the 
Porte, will not consent to any treating 
whatever upon that line, notwithstanding 
the fact that England has failed for now 
nearly five years to wrest the country from 
the control of the rebels and slave-dealers, 
who have for a long time ruled in defiance 
of all efforts to unseat and drive them 
back. 
Our interest centers chiefly in the 
fate of Stanley, from whom no news has 
been received since he reached the country 
of the Mobele that inspired any confi­ 
dence, T hat was in July, 1887, though 
the story of his capture with Emin Bey, 
if true, proves that he reached the latter 
at AYadelai. 
W hen he started from Zun- 
buga Falls, which was (he point from 
hich reliable information of lnm came, 
h j had less than 500 men, and of these a 
m ere handful was European. 
Some of 
these must have succumbed to African 
fever and the hardships of the march 
across 1,100 miles of unexplored country; 
and it is reasonable to suppose also that 
Stanley has been unable to hold loyal to 
his cause—a noble one, by the way, the 
breaking up of the slave trade and estab­ 
lishing a highway for trade between the 
upper waters of the Congo and the Nile— 
the fighting men of the tribes who had so 
much to gain by his success. 
It is a 
dreary outlook, therefore, for Stanley, and 
while we may hope for his safety, eighteen 
months of failure to receive from him 
any reliable news gives reason for the be­ 
lief that his expedition has failed. 
Since the above was in type, last night’s 
dispatches give currency to the story that 
Em in Pasha was surrendered in chains to 
the K halifa at Ladeo, on the W hite Nile, 
by his own men, and that a white traveler 
was surrendered with him. 
But whether 
this was Stanley is a m atter of doubt. The 
fact that the Khalifa tells of a letter found 
on Emin, written by the Khedive, giving 
him instructions how to make his way 
down the Nile, makes it look dark for 
Stanley’s fate, for lie bore that letter to 
Em in, and knowledge of it by the K hal­ 
ifa tends to prove that Emin and Stanley 
met, and that possibly the latter is a pris­ 
oner with him.

T h e Prohibitionists {Milled 9,252 votes 
in Indiana in the recent Presidential elec­ 
tion. 
Unquestionably, that sheared Gen­ 
eral Harrison's majority of 5,000 votes. 
Yet ihose voters knew there was no possi­ 
bility of electing the Prohibition candidate* 
Admit that they voted for a principle— 
and their sincerity we do not question— 
was the principle by so much advanced ? 
W e think not, since the Prohibition vote 
contributed directly to the strength of the 
Democratic party, from which the temper­ 
ance people have nothing whatever to ex­ 
pect, not even sympathy. Had the Pro­ 
hibitionists been proportionately as strong 
in New York as in Indiana, they would 
have elected a man who has never mani­ 
fested the slightest concern for the princi­ 
ple involved, and would have played into 
the hands of a compactly and strong body, 
organized in express opposition to any sort 
of control or regulation of the liquor traf­ 
fic whatever, and that poured money like 
water into the support of their cause; 
votes cast for what is claimed is a great 
good would have served the triumphs of a 
gigantic evil. 
In other words, the idea of 
reform would have galloped away with it 
into the camp of its opponents. 


T h e Supreme Court of the State of New 
York has ruled that the ballot is by the 
Constitution secret; that it was in its crea­ 
tion so intended, and that any mark or 
device put upon it to destroy the integrity 
of that intention is unlawful, as defeating 
th e purpose of its establishment. 
Gov­ 
ernor H ill now comes forward and an­ 
nounces himself as in favor of legislation to 
reform the election laws, and especially to 
further the 
purpose of securing a se­ 
cret ballot. 
The Legislature of New York 
is Republican, and the party is by declara­ 
tion and principle favorable to all wise 
means to guarantee the secresy of the bal­ 
lot. 
Governor H ill will, therefore, have 
an early opportunity to demonstrate the 
sincerity of his declaration. 
New York 
needs r, new election law more than any 
other State in the Union, and especially is 
there a demand for reformation of its sys­ 
tem of counting the vote. 


Some days ago, discussing the Canadian 
annexation scheme, the R ecord-U niox 
expressed the belief that Canada was more 
likely to become an independent nation 
than a portion of the United States. 
It 
then advised that those who really desired 
the annexation to be accomplished should 
b at pains to prevent any legislative or 
Other governmental expression being made 
of desire to absorb Canada. 
Mr. Butter- 
WO th of Ohio has “done” for the scheme 
by introducing resolutions in the House 
favoring it aud directing that steps looking 
to annexation be taken. 
That ends the 
matter for a long tim e; if any Canadians 
desired the union of the countries they 
will not now be able to stand up and ad­ 
vocate the scheme. 
We are not at ail 
sorry that Mr. Butterworth has laid at 
rest the whole matter. 
We do not need 
Canada; much less does Canada need the 
United States.

Minister of Finance, authorizing the’com- 
pany to suspend the payment of interest on 
its bonds tor three months, was reported 
adversely by the special committee ap­ 
pointed. under vote of urgency, to con­ 
sider it. 
A long and excited debate followed. 
Pathetic appeals were made to the House 
to sustain the great enterprise with which 
the honor and pride of the nation were 
bound up. On the other hand bitter de­ 
nunciations were heard of the mismanage­ 
ment of the affairs of the company, of wan­ 
ton extravagance and misappropriation of 
funds, and of wholesale corruption of the 
press and deception of the public. 
There were many violent scenes and the 
President more than once threatened to 
suspend the sitting. Finally, amid excite­ 
ment so intense that it nearly quieted the 
Chamber, the question on the adoption of 
the committee’s report was put aud it was 
adopted by a vote of 262 to 118.

GAMBLING SHAME. 


T he P eop le A nxiously -W atching for the 
G rand Ju ry’s A ction . 
It is claimed that the Grand Jury proposes 
to make thorough work of the investiga­ 
tion concerning the gambling crimes and 
scandals in this city. It is full time that it 
was done, and that it be done also not to 
“ satisfy the public,” as is generally the 
case, but that it be entered upon with full- 
grown intention to detect the criminals, 
both of commission and permission, and 
present carefully-drawn and specific indict" 
ments against them. The pretense that 
gambling cannot be stopped in this city is 
worse than sham—it indicates that those 
who make it are not only willing defenders 
of it, but, what is worse, probably are parti- 
cept criminis. 
When the present Chief of Police was 
elected upon on anti-gambling platform, 
and because he declared that if elected no 
unlawful games should be allowed to run 
in Sacramento; that he “could aud would 
close every last one of them ”; the gambling 
hells all closed the moment he took office. 
They closed simply because they believed 
he meant wliat he said and would enforce 
his declaration. They remained closed for 
some time for the same reason. 
Two faro 
games are now running openly for some 
other reason, and it is said another is about 
to be started. Upwards of twenty unlaw­ 
ful games are running in Chinatown, for 
which the Chinese themselves say they 
pay $5 per den per. week for permis­ 
sion to run and official protecion. 
When O. C. Jackson was Chief of Police, 
and put his foot down, that gambling 
should cease, it stopped at once, without 
arrests, and remained so until he was de­ 
feated for re-election by tbe political bosses, 
whose business and livelihood was thus in ­ 
terfered with. 
When the Legislature passed a law mak­ 
ing it a criminal offense to grant licenses 
for gambling, Mayor Brown gave notice 
that every game must close in Sacramento 
forthwith 
The proprietors contDlied and 
asked no questions, for they knew he 
meant it. They subsequently went to him 
and tried the usual ' funny business” of 
wanting him to “ wink at it” and let it 
come in on the sly. 
In other words, to 
“not know” the games were running, ot to 
set up the time-worn plea that “people 
will gamble anyhow and you cannot stop 
them.” So long, however’ as he said, in 
his official capacity, that no gambling 
should be permitted’ not a game was to be 
found in Sacramento. 
The people of Sacramento 
therefore 
know, and know when they went out of 
party lines to elect the present Chief of Po­ 
lice—because he was pledged to let no game 
run, and declared his full ubility to make 
good his pledge—that the gambling hells of 
Sacramento can be eliminated if there is 
a determination to do it. Every proprietor 
or keeper of these robber roosts know they 
are openly violating the law and liable to 
indictment any moment for their crimes, 
but they depend upon the incapacity, or 
something more, of olficials whose duty it 
is to suppress them, to pass over their 
crimes, and make themselves criminals by­ 
neglect or conspiracy. 
The people are anxiously watching for 
the outcome of the present Grand Jury in­ 
vestigation, hoping that indictments will 
be found against every guilty party, and 
thus the truth, as to responsibility for the 
existence of the unlawfni games, will be 
laid so bare before the public that a deaf 
person can hear it, and a blind person see 
it as by noonday sun.

E nd of th e Season of 1888—The H oliday 
Recess. 
The Sacramento Schoool of Design, con­ 
ducted under the auspices of the California 
Museum Association in the city’s E. B. 
Crockert Art Gallery, closed its fall term 
and the season of 188S Saturday afternoon, 
thus completing its third year. It has been 
customary for Instructor Jackson to hold 
an exhibition of such work of the pupils 
as he deems best to thus distinguish at the 
close of each fall term. But as the Ladies’ 
Museum 
Association, having 
now 138 
memhere, is actively engaged in arranging 
a general loan exhibition in aid of the gen­ 
eral work of the California M useum Asso­ 
ciation, which is to be held in February 
next, Mr. Jackson has determined not to 
m ake the School of Design exhibit until 
then, and to add it to the aid exhibition. 
H e proposes also to ask the Directory to 
change the opening and closing of the 
school year, so that its commencement ex­ 
ercises will not come on in the holiday sea­ 
son. The work of the pupils of 1888 has 
been very gratifying—so much progres has 
been made that the school is very anxious 
for the exhibition, confident of ability 
to stand criticism, and that the exhibits 
will prove better than any yet made, either 
on commencement occasions or at the State 
Fair. 
The instructor expresses his entire 
willinguess to exhibit the pupils’ work side 
by side with that of pupils who have stud­ 
ied the same length of time in the San 
Francisco School of Design. The most 
progress of the year has been made in stud­ 
ies from nature—general outdoor study. 
But ir;e-hand drawing from cards, painting 
from still-life and life-studv in charcoal, 
crayon and oii have been prosecuted in all 
their stages during the year. W ith the 
reopening of the school January 2d a new 
departure will be made, which testifies to 
the progress made, and will stimulate pu­ 
pils to renewed exertion, and begin to give 
them some returns from work for their 
sketch 
fund, or 
their personal gain. 
The 
school will 
announce 
its read­ 
iness, 
in 
composition, 
to 
turnish 
designs 
as 
desired 
for 
commercial 
purposes. Thus it will, on request, furnish 
a number of designs interpreting a subject, 
or expressing the desire of the patron, for 
letter or bill-heads, labels, trade marks, il­ 
lum inated sheets, title pages, and book 
covers, menu or other cards, diplomas, cer­ 
tificates, or any other use into which de­ 
signing enters. The patron can choose 
from tne dozen or more designs that will 
be offered, and for the successful one pay a 
moderate fee. He will thus at once help 
the school by encouraging the pupils and 
help himself by having his design carried 
out to suit his taste. Experiments already 
made in this direction have been so far 
successful as to warrant enlargement with 
the opening of the school in January. The 
life study room wall3 are now quité filled 
with the work of the pupils for 1888, but 
as it is to be exhibited regularly in Feb­ 
ruary the instructor declines to permit gen­ 
eral inspection of it now. The names of 
the members of the class for the third year 
are given as follows:

“ CALIFORNIA ON WHEELS.” 


The C alifornia Traveling D isplay on Ex­ 
hibition H ere. 
The two cars containing the exhibition 
of natural and manufactured products of 
California, which is beiDg sent out by the 
California State Board of Trade and South­ 
ern Pacific Company, arrived here at half­ 
past 8 o’clock last night, and will be open 
to the inspection of the public to-day until 
between 1 and 2 o'clock p. m., when it will 
start for the East. This enterprise is de­ 
signed to attract immigration to Californi-. 
by presenting to Eastern people the advai t 
ages extended to settlers. It isinchaige 
of E. McD. Johnstone and Howard C. Tib- 
bitts of the Southern Pacific Company, and 
Joseph McDonald and Edgar T. Price of 
the State Board of Trade. Mrs. E. McD. 
Johnstone, her two children and Mrs. 
McLain (her sister) accompany the party. 
The cars have been specially fitted by the 
Southern Pacific for the accommodation of 
the traveling exhibition and its accom­ 
panying managers. The coaches without 
are resplendent in new paint and varnish, 
brilliant in signs of red and gold, while 
within the wonderful fertility of California 
soil is exemplified. The sides bear the an­ 
nouncement: “ Free Exhibitions of the 
Products of California, by the State Board 
of Trade.’’ 
Inside the exhibition car are rows of 
shelves of polished redwood extending 
from the floor to far above the windows. 
Guarding them and the displays, iron rail­ 
ings have been fitted, leaving a passage­ 
way through the cars about four feet wide. 
Overhead photographs form a ceiling of at­ 
tractive interest. Views of the Ycsemite 
valley, Shasta and various portions of the 
State are here arranged. Some of the 
larger views are framed in native woods. 
Around the Yosemite domes and Shasta’s 
snow-covered peak are frames from Sierra 
cedar and Mendocino redwood, forming a 
combination appreciated by artists, picture 
and frame being of equal interest. 
The Sacramento exhibit occupies a con­ 
spicuous place, at the left near the forward 
door of the exhibition car. It occupies a 
space of about ten by five feet, and consists 
principally of fresh oranges, apples, pears, 
vegetables, wines aud brandy. 
Triumphs of horticulture and viticulture 
are there as if uniting in strength to sur­ 
prise aud convince the visitors who will 
inspect them. Luscious appearing oranges, 
fresh apples, quinces, olives, pears and 
bunches of tobacco hang gracefully from 
racks on the walls and ceiling, representing 
California regardless of sections. Every­ 
thing is plainly marked, showing name of 
producer and locality, but beyond this no 
classification is desired. A ieature is the 
preserved fruit. Rears, peaches, plums, 
grapes, cherries, preserved 
whole, and 
shown in high glass jars, look tempting 
enough to woo away any horticulturist of a 
less favored clime. Great stalks of wheat, 
with beads large enough for clubs, their 
golden 
color contrasting prettily with 
the surroundings, are used as decorations. 
A growing green corn stalk, transplanted 
from the field to its present box on De­ 
cember 3d, will attract attention if tbe East­ 
ern frosts do no destroy it. It is over eight 
feet high, and ears have already formed. 
It will illustrate well the December weather 
of California’s extreme north. 
One shelf contains 600 oval jars of Cali­ 
fornia cereals—oats, barley, wheat, rye, etc. 
Beside them are jars of over a dozen varie­ 
ties of nuts, including chestnuts, English 
walnuts, soft and hard shell almonds, hazel 
nuts and Brazil nuts without erd, all taken 
from the California orchards. Then there 
are glass cases filled with pure silk,cocoons 
and fabrics giving some conception of the 
silk industry. Opposite are woolen blan­ 
kets, stockings, fluffy cotton and other 
articles of California manufacture. 
Raisins, prunes and other small fruits 
are to be seen in abuncance, while two 
high stands are devoted to the vineyard 
products of the State—for instance, bottles 
of Sauterne, Malaga, Old Port, Burgundy, 
Riesling, Zinfandel, brandy and other spec­ 
imens of the best vintage. Bottles of olive 
oil and glass boxes of sun-dried fruits are 
not the ieast interesting features of “ Cali­ 
fornia on wheels.” 
Blue-print designs of the largest engines 
ever built in California, representing the 
manufacturing interests, are shown. They 
are the “ El Gobernado,” of the Tehachapi 
grade, aud No. 218, of the Visalia division. 
“ El Gobernado” is sixty-five feet long and 
weighs seventy seven tons. Marble from 
Inyo and minerals from famous mines, and 
native woods, are also displayed. 
A vestibule connects the exhibition with 
the dwelling car, elegantly appointed lor 
the accommodation of the accompanying 
party. 
Patent heateis throughout both 
cars will endeavor to defy all climatic ef­ 
forts of frigid localities to ruin the delicate 
products. Maps of California and printed 
information about it will be distributed 
broadcast. In a conspicuous place will be 
a blackboard showing the temperature iu 
various parts of California daily, as re­ 
ported by the Signal Service Agent at Sac­ 
ramento. In the evening a free stereopti- 
con entertainment will be given. Colored 
views of California scenery iu summer and 
winter will be throwu on a white canvas 
thirty feet square. 
The exhibit is well worth seeing and will 
no doubt be visited by hundreds to-dayt 
Quite a large number were present at tbe 
depot last night when the cars arrived, and 
had an opportunity to inspect it, as the 
doors were at once tDrown open, 
Edgar T. Price acts as the advance agent. 
Each member of the party wears as a badge 
a small gold bear. 


YESTERIUT’S SHOOT. 


G rand Islaud Levee. 
The following communication has been 
received from Mr. Reynolds, one of the 
Trustees of Grand Island : 
“ Thos. H. Williams and Mr. Ferris (an 
engineer) were looking at the levee on 
Grand Island this week, and the former 
made ns the following proposition, subject 
to approval of Williams A Bixler, viz: 
Each land owner on Grand Island to build 
levee on their respective ranches fronting 
river or Steamboat slough a» his own ex­ 
pense. said levee to be at least two (2) feet 
above high water mark of 1881, having a 
width of eight (8) feet on top of levee and 
an inside slope of 3 to 1, the whole to be 
completed by October 1 , 1889. 
Williams & Bixler will agree on their 
part to build their own levee (same width 
and slope) and will commence at Beaver’s 
slough, two feet above high-water mark, 
and build levee on a dead level from that 
point to cross levee at lower end of island ; 
also commence at, say a mile above Isle- 
ton, aDd run from there on a dead level to 
cross levee to prevent danger of back water 
breaking levee. 
“ Each party interested to sign an agree­ 
ment authorizing Trustees of Reclamation 
District No. 3 to complete the work at the 
expense of any land owner, should there be 
any one who fails to have the work com­ 
pleted by specified time. 
“ This proposition seems to me to be a 
very fair one, and I think will meet the 
views of about ail on the island, and I will 
start ont early next week to see bow many 
are favorable to doing the work. As soon 
as the Trustees learn the sentiments of the 
people they will endeavor to have the set­ 
tlers meet with Williams & Bixler and sign 
an agreement to that effect

General Cutting, in orders published on 
Friday, m ade public and approved the pro­ 
ceedings, findings and opinions of the M ili­ 
tary Court of Inquiry which investigated 
the conduct of Captain A. G. McAlpin, of 
Company D of the T hird Infantry, N. G. 
C., iu regard to his score at th e'a n n u a l 
target practice of his regim ent on the 9th 
of September, 1888. Tbe Court comprised 
Colonel Dickinson, of the F irs t; Major 
Cutler, Inspector of the Second Brigade, 
aud Captain H urber, of the Second A r­ 
tillery. The findings of the Court are as 
follow s. 
That at the annual target practice of said reg­ 
iment. on said date, Captain McAlpin. with liis 
company, attended; that Captain McAlpin di­ 
rected the First Sergeant ot the company, Mur- 
nhy, to detail a competent man to go’ to the 
iutts and see that the marking of the snots fired 
was correctly done; that Sergeant Murphy, in 
conformity with said order, detailed private 
Peter O’Rourke, of thecompauy, for that duly; 
that Captain McAlpin wras the first to shoot, and 
during the time that he aud perhaps other mem­ 
bers of his company tired, private O’Rourke was 
at the butts, in conformity with the above­ 
mentioned detail; that private O’Rourke indi­ 
cated with the discs the result of the respective 
shots fired by Captain McAlpin, and as a result 
Captain McAlpin was credited with seven 


the com 
pany had fired their ten shots each, and at 
the same target, the correctness of the score of 
Captain McAlpin was questioned, and Lieuten­ 
ant J. J. O’Brien, Rifle Inspector of said regi­ 
ment, accompanied by Captain McAlpin and 
other officers of the regiment, examined the 
scores credited to Captain McAlpin aud the five 
others who had fired, and found ten bull’s-eyes 
in all credited to them upon the score sheet (Ex­ 
hibit "A”); they then repaired to the target 
and upon examination tound that but three 
bull’s-eyes had been made, whereupon Captain 
McAlpin’s score was declared to be incorrect 
and he fired another score of ten shots, makiug 
an aggregate of 34, 
The Court further finds that Captain McAli in 
had no knowledge prior to the examination of 
the target that Private O’Rourke had iueorreotlv 
indicated with the disc the value of the shots 
fired by him, aud that such marking by Private 
O’Rourke was without his knowledge or con­ 
sent; that Captain McAlpin, upon finaiug that 
his score had been falsely reported, called for 
this Court of Inquiry, and has used diligence 
in arriving at the truth of the matter aud 
placing the blame where it belongs. 
Based upon the foregoing facts, the Court 
is of the opinion: 
First—That Captain McAlpin is iu no way to 
blame ior the errors discovered in his score at 
the annual target practice ot said regiment. 
Second—That Private Peter O'Rourke, Com­ 
pany D, Third Infantry Regiment, N. G. C., 
knowingly and wilfully indicated and marked 
falsely tne shots fired at said annual target prac­ 
tice by Captain Me.tlpin, and the said Court is 
of the opinion that said O’Rourke should be 
brought to trial before a Court-martial for his 
conduct on the occasion referred to.

W ith F ire -W a te r, 
C o m m it! M ost A tro cio u s H eed .. 
Camp P opular R iv pr (M. T.). December 
lGth.—A terrible tragedy, resulting in the 
death of four persons anil the fatal w ound­ 
ing of the fifth, occurred at the Fort Peck 
Indian Auency yesterday. 
For upwards of 
a week Pretty Boy, one of the Y ankton 
Sioux tribe, has beeu loaded with liquor. 
Agent Cowan attem pted to discover Pretty 
Boy’s source of supply, but in vain. The 
Indian not only managed to get all the 
whisky he wanted, but had some to spare, 
and this he distributed am ong the younger 
bucks at the agency. 
Yesterday m orning Pretty Boy made a 
m urderous assault upon his squaw. 
Seiz­ 
ing a stick of firewood he dealt the helpless 
creature a blow on the head which cut a 
deep gash in the scalp and fractured her 
skull. 
Not satisfied with this the blood­ 
thirsty brute, crazed w ith liquor, jum pe 
upon the prostrate body of the squaw, and 
taking a knife out of his beltm ade prepara­ 
tions to scalp her. 
By this tim e a crowd of nearly one h u n ­ 
dred Indians had gathered around the 
couple. 
In the crowd were a num ber of 
Indian police, who rushed upon Pretty 
Boy and dragged him from the body of the 
tquaw . 
This so enraged Pretty B jy that, 
shaking of his captors, he ran to his tepee 
and secured a W inchester riHe and opened 
fire i'n the police, instantly killii •; two of 
them and fatally wounding a th.rd. 
H e 
then proceeded to where his squaw was 
dying, and placing the rifle between her 
lips, fired four shots, literally blov. ing the 
w om an’s head to pieces. This done. Pretty 
Boy attem pted to effect his escape, firing 
repeatedly at the Indians who were in p u r­ 
suit of him . 
Finding escape impossible, he halted on 
the brow of a hill about a m ile from the 
agency, and after serving the art 
es in 
liis wrist with bis huniing knife, sh . ifim- 
,elf through the heart, death being in ­ 
stantaneous. 
The affair created great excitem ent, and 
had it not been for the presence of two 
companies of the Tw entieth Infantry, who 
inti rfered, a general fight would have oc­ 
curred. 
An investigation is in progress to 
ascertain who supplied the Indians with 
liquor, aud if the parly be located he will 
he dealt severelv with’
